An Osceola correspon den t writes to the Omaha 
World-Herald: 
"I believ e the in telligen ce of Nebraska Is con ­ 
v in ced that our primary law has reached Its su­ 
preme test. To return to the old con v en tion sys­ 
tem with all its high power politics may n ot be 
the an swer, but I am sure there is a solution 
possible. 
When ev er the v oters of a state an d 
commun ity reach the poin t where less than 10 
per cen t of its v oters take time out to take ad­ 
v an tage of a free election , then , Mr. an d Mrs. 
Citizen of Nebraska, an ythin g can happen .” 
The last legislature rev ised the primary law. 
Un der that rev ision , the party con v en tion s will 
be permitted to recommen d can didates for the 
con sideration of the v oters. 
In this column it was poin ted out that ov er 
400.000 Nebraskan s v oted at the primary in 19 34. 
The primary had been in existen ce for years an d 
each free election saw a substan tial part of the 
eligible v oters goin g to the polls. 
More than 
300.000 v oted in 19 36 in the primaries, also in 19 38 
an d In 19 40, 
The drop came sharply an d dras­ 
tically ia 19 42, an d again in 19 44. Thousan ds of 
Nebraskan s had left the state for position s in war 
in dustries; more than 100,000 more had en tered 
the armed serv ices. 
Thousan ds of others from 
other parts of the coun try came to Nebraska an d 
did n ot take the time an d trouble to register. 
This was the problem to which con gress ad­ 
dressed Itself early last fall in the federal v otin g 
law, on ly to permit a group of southern demó ­ 
crata an d a n early solid republican membership 
to make it almost impossible to meet the shiftin g 
tides of migration an d the en tran ce of thousan ds 
of Nebraskan s in to military serv ice. 
An d there was somethin g more basic that 
caused more people to stay at home in Nebraska 
than go to the polls.

The fact that storm con dition s prev en ted the 
open in g of two of the pollin g places in Custer 
coun ty Tuesday probably will cause n o repercus­ 
sion s. Few, if an y, were depriv ed of the right to 
v ote. But the law says that all pollin g places shall 
open at a certain time in the morn in g an d remain 
open un til a certain hour in the ev en in g. 
The 
failure to comply explicitly with that law on on e 
occasion altered the course of Nebraska history. 
It was at the time when the first officers were 
bein g elected for the n ew state. 
At n oon , the election officials for Rock Bluff 
precin ct in Cass coun ty took the ballot box an d 
wen t to the home of a v illage residen t for lun ch, 
thus failin g to keep the pollin g place open con ­ 
tin uously durin g the hours prescribed by law. 
In 
an election con test that followed, the en tire v ote 
of Rock Bluff precin ct was thrown out. This v ote 
would hav e elected the democratic can didates to 
the legislature, thus giv in g the democrats a ma­ 
jority in that body. 
With Cass coun ty’s v ote re­ 
publican , the legislature was republican an d elected 
John M. Thayer an d Thomas W. Tipton as the first 
U. S. sen ators from Nebraska. 
In the presiden tial con test between Hayes an d 
Tilden in 1876, on exparte ev iden ce of alleged ir­ 
regularities in in div idual precin cts in Louisian a, 
the carpetbaggers threw out the v otes for the en ­ 
tire parish, or coun ty, where such coun ty was 
kn own to hav e giv en big majorities for the Tilden 
electors. 
En tire coun ties likewise were disfran ­ 
chised in Florida. 
What is kn own as "an act of God’’ kept those 
Custer coun ty citizen s from v otin g an d hav in g their 
v otes coun ted, but there has n ev er been an y in ­ 
timation that Deity had an ythin g to do with those 
earlier cases.

The Un ited States armed 
forces hav e a great adv an tage in the use 
of Polaroid because our en emies lack the 
skill an d materials to make the in stru­ 
men ts. 
Selectiv e Limitin g of Vision . 
Polarized light giv es you a n ew kin d of 
v ision by really limitin g it, or rather, 
selectin g out certain kin ds of light rays 
for you to see. 
If you sit by an open 
win dow you can wav e to a frien d out of 
the win dow in an y direction , but if you 
are in jail behin d a barred win dow you 
can wav e to him. on ly up an d down . 
Polarized light rays come to your eyes in 
on ly on e plan e, either up or down or side- 
wise.

WASHINGTON—The question of the 
quick-release parachute harn ess is still 
causin g 
con siderable backin g-an d-fillin g 
in side the armed serv ices, this time in the 
n av y. 
Although the army delayed for mon ths 
after Brig. Gen . Newton Lon gfellow of 
the U. S. Eighth air force in En glan d re­ 
quested the quick-release harn ess on Jun e 
1, 19 43, n ev ertheless the army did jump 
in at top speed last mon th, after rev ela'- 
tion s in this column , an d ordered more 
than 100,000 of the quick sin gle releases. 
Furthermore, Colon el C. B. Degav re, 
secon d in comman d at Camp Mackall, 
N. C., where eight paratroopers drown ed 
when they were un able to extricate them­ 
selv es from their triple-release harn esses, 
came to Washin gton last mon th, requested 
an d got the promise of n ew quick-release 
harn esses. 
The n av y, howev er, has n ot acted so 
quickly. On e week after rev elation s in 
this column , the n av y did sen d three cap- 
tain -in spectors to v isit v arious parachute 
factories, presumably to ascertain where 
the quick-release harn ess could be man u­ 
factured. 
At this writin g, howev er, n o 
n av y orders hav e been placed. 
This may be partly because the army 
jumped in ahead an d has most of the 
parachute factories busy. But the delay 
may be due to tradition al n av y dev otion to 
the old-fashion ed triple-release parachute. 
In stead of orderin g the safer type of 
parachute, the n av y is experimen tin g with 
a breathin g in strumen t which will permit 
an av iator who drops in to the water in 
his parachute to breathe un der water for 
about fiv e min utes. Durin g this fiv e min ­ 
utes, he could get out of his cumbersome 
triple-release harn ess. 
Illustration of Dan gers. 
This, in itself, illustrates the dan gers 
of the triple-release harn ess an d is why 
the Eighth air force in En glan d has jun ked 
it, usin g the British sin gle-release harn ess 
in stead. 
To get the full picture, it is importan t 
to realize that, when a man lan ds by para­ 
chute, he hits at a speed equiv alen t to a 
jump from a 16-foot buildin g. If he hits 
the water, he goes un der for a con siderable 
depth. When he goes un der, he has to 
cope with 720 feet of shroud lin es con ­ 
n ectin g his harn ess to his parachute, an d 
it is easy to get tan gled up. Also, if he 
is in the old triple-release harn ess, he has 
to un do a buckle un der each thigh an d 
an other sn ap at his shoulder. 
The sin gle release, on the other han d, 
requires on ly the turn of a little box on 
the chest, followin g which the en tire har­ 
n ess falls off. 
First dev eloped in the 
Un ited States, it has been adopted by the 
British, German s an d almost ev ery army 
an d n av y in the world. But the U. S. n av y 
still holds out. 
At the momen t, U. S. n av al officers 
are experimen tin g with the sin gle-release 
harn ess, but hav e made n o decision . 
Most tragic fact about the n av y’s slow­ 
n ess is that its av iators must come down 
in water n in e cases out of ten , whereas 
army airmen probably can av oid water 
n in e cases out of ten . It is in the water 
that the triple-release parachute is almost 
fatal, as was demon strated by experimen ts 
off Florida last summer, when n in eteen 
men wearin g this type were dropped in 
the water. Non e would hav e surv iv ed had 
n ot boat* been stan din g by to pick them 
up. 
Report on lO-Year-Old Te« 4a 
In v iev .' of this, a report written by 
Colon el C. L. Fike, U. S. marin e corps, on 
Dec. 13, 19 43, is especially in terestin g. It 
is through Fike’s report that the n av y 
justifies its delay in adoptin g the quick- 
release parachute. 
Col. Fike reported to the n av y s bureau 
of aeron autics that the quick release had 
been tested out "sev eral years ago,” an d 
that the men did n ot like it because it 
was too bulky, got in the way, was worn 
in fron t rather than in the rear, an d that 
sometimes men slipped through it while 
in the air. 
Nav al officers admitted, howev er, that 


j 


Col. Fike’s report was based n ot on the 
use of the parachutes in actual jumps, but 
on ly on puttin g the quick-release harn e.ss 
on pilots an d lettin g them get the feel of 
it on the deck.s of carriers. Furthermore, 
these n av y tests were con ducted between 
19 30 an d 19 33, at a time when the quick 
release was n ot perfected. 
Col. Fike’s report for the n av y on Dec. 
13, 19 43, was made six mon ths after Gen ­ 
eral Lon gfellow had reported from En g­ 
lan d on Jun e 1. 19 43, that “an ythin g but 
a quick-release harn ess is murderous.” 
Presumably, Col. Fike was tryin g to justify 
the n av y’s slown ess. 
Army Fin ally Acts. 
Gen eral Lon gfellow’s report was dia­ 
metrically opp(» ed to Col. Fike’s statemen t 
that av iators sometimes slipped through 
the harn ess. Lon gfellow said: “There has 
n ev er been a failure of the box (sin gle- 
release box) reported.” 
He also said that the RAF, sin ce 19 30, 
had used the sin gle release “for all per­ 
son n el en gaged in marin e operation s. An d 
in 19 32, due to its success an d adaptabil­ 
ity, it was adopted for stan dard issue for 
all purposes except for train in g.” 
“The RAF has made 4,19 7 jumps an d 
ov er 150,000 practice jumps with this 
equipmen t,” Gen eral Lon gfellow also re­ 
ported. 
Despite his urgen t request on Jun e 1, 
the army ordered on ly 2,500 of this type 
of parachute more than four mon ths later, 
on Oct. 20. They were n ot fin ished un til 
aroun d mid-March. Mean while, in Febru­ 
ary, the materiel comman d of the army 
air forces got together with the n av y to 
try to stan dardize their parachutes by pro­ 
posin g the quick release for both serv ices. 
The n av y, howev er, would n ot con cur. 
An d on March 9 , the day this column 
rev ealed the army’s lon g delay in order­ 
in g what Gen eral Lon gfellow had re­ 
quested, the n av y on ce again told the army 
that it was opposed to the quick release. 
Next week, howev er, the army wen t ahead 
with its order of more than 100,000 quick- 
release ’chutes, an d a few days later, the 
n av y wen t to the exten t at least of sen d­ 
in g three in spectors to v isit parachute fac­ 
tories regardin g possible n ew production . 
Mean while, n av al fliers con tin ue to risk 
the task of un tan glin g themselv es from 
parachute 
shrouds 
an d
